Washington Officials Begin 


to Take That View of 


the Situation, 


Aden, Arabia, April 25.—Brigadier 


General Manning, after an engage- 
ment with the Mad Mullah's forces, 
has relieved Colonel Cobbe near Gum- 
burru, Somaliland, forty-five miles 
westward of Galadi. About 2,000 of 
the mullah's men were killed. The 
British loss is not known. 


The few details obtainable of the 


disaster to Colonel Plunkett's detach- 
ment April 17 show the mullah's 
forces consisted of 2,000 horsemen 
and 10,000 spearmen. They sur- 
rounded Colonel Plunkett's force in 
the open and the Somalis, after 
a 


heavy rifle fire, charged repeatedly 
with their horsemen and spearmen 
on all sides. The British detachment 
held out until its ammunition was 
exhausted and then charged with the 
bayonet, but it was ultimately over- 
whelmed by weight of numbers. The 
British force fought until all its offi- 
cers and 170 men were killed. Most 
of the handful of men who reached 
the camp were wounded.

malls' losses are reported to have 
been enormous.

mounted men and about 80,000 
spearmen.

Many Difficulties to be Solved 


in Securing a Desirable 


Entrance to City. 


Engineer Grover, a railroad expert 


representing the Fort Wayne and 
Southwestern Railroad company, has 
been in Fort Wayne for several days, 
looking up the matter of an entrance 
into this city for his company. 


The organization was effected some 


months ago, and work has been goin; 
forward quietly. It is hoped to con- 
struct a steam railroad connecting In- 
dianapolis and Toledo, running by way 
of Marion and Fort Wayne, and Mr. 
Grover is traveling ahead of the regu- 
lar corps of engineers and outlining in 
a general way the route to be taken. 


He has made an extensive examina- 


tion of maps and plats of Fort Wayne, 
as well as personally traveling over 
the territory to the south and west of 
the city through which bis line is to 
pass, and he says the topographical 
conditions present many 
difficulties 


which will have to be solved in some 
manner. In a general way the road'is 
to approach Fort Wayne from the 
southwest, and from this city to To- 
ledo it is designed to keep to the north 
of the Maumee river. 


For this reason the line is expected 


to pass through the northern part of 
the city, and it may be necessary to 
place the depot farther north than it 
was at first desired to do. The west- 
ern part of the city contiguous to the 
line of the Lake Erie and Western is 
plentifully dotted with manufacturing 
enterprises of large proportions, and 
it will require considerable tact to 
avoid abnormal cost of right-of-way 
ami-construction through this district. 
While iaoving very quietly, it is known 
that.Mr.-Grover secured options upon 
one or two tracts of land in the west- 
ern part-of the city; but he has made 
no 
definite. announcement 
of , the 


course to be taken by the line in pass- 
ing through Fort Wayne.

000 for a temple of peace for the per- 
manent court of arbitration at The 
Hague. The gift was mado through 
Baron Geivers, the minister of the 
Netherlands to this capital, and was 
made with the understanding that the 
government of Holland will be respon- 
sible for its administration. 


The correspondence between Mr.

1 am delight- 
ed to hoar officially from you that your 
government believes that the cause of 
the peace conference will be immense- 
ly beneflted by the erection of a court 
house and library, a temple of peace,

DESCRIPTION OF VESSEL. . 


The cruiser Colorado is a new class 


of vessels added to the American 
navy. 
She is an armored cruiser of 


the first class, yet she bears the name 
of a state, an honor formerly only ac- 
corded battleships. 
Coupled with tre- 


mendous battery power she has the 
speed of an ocean liner. 


The vessel is 502 feet long, 59 


feet 6 inches wide, with a draught of 
24 feet 6 inches. ' Her speed require- 
ment calls for 22 knots an hour for 
four consecutive hours. She is fitted 
with twin screws, twin triple-expan- 
sion engines which must develop 23,- 
000 indicated horse power. 


All of the armor is of the most im- 


proved Kruppized type. The water 
line region is guarded by a seven and 
a half foot belt reaching from bow 
to stern. 
Amidships for a distance 


of 244 feet abreast the engines, boil- 
ers and magazines, the belt has a 
maximum 
thickness of six inches. 


Forward and aft this belt will have a 
uniform thickness of Syz inches. Five- 
inch armor will surround the six- 
inch guns at the four corners of the 
superstructure on the main deck. The 
four eight-inch guns are mounted on

Livingston,

been instructed to negotiate only for 


tiate for France and instructed him 
to consent to the transfer, provided 
ho could secure 50,000,000 francs. 
He did secure 80,000,000 francs, 20,- 
000,000 francs of which were to oe 
applicable to the extinguishment of 
claims against France and 60,000,- 
000 francs was payable in cash to 
France. When it was concluded Na- 
poleon said: ''This accession of ter- 
ritory consolidates forever the power 
of the United States, and I have just 
given to England a maritime rival 
who, sooner or later, will humble her 
pride." 


On April 30, 1803, a treaty was en- 


tered into between the United States 
and the French republic. On the one 
hand the first consul, "desiring to 
give to the United States a strong 
proof of his friendship," ceded to the 
United States, in the name of the 
French republic, forever and in full 
sovereignty,

REV. DR. DRIVER SEIZED 
BY 
BANDITS.

the subjoined interesting stoiy of his 


__ 
experience with, bandits in Italy. 


While visiting my dear friend, 


Antonio Petacci, on the Via del Ite, 
in Naples, my curiosity was greatly 
aroused by newspaper reports of all 
sorts of depredations committed with 
singular boldness by banditti, some- 
times in the very environs 
of the 


city. It was on the road from Vesu- 
vius to Naples, however, that the 
more serious attacks 
occurred and 


• visitors from other lands, especially 
America, were the principal victims. 


It took me but a few days to de- 


cide'to drive over this road some 
night, but I knew I must select a 
time when I could go without the 
knowledge of my host, as I was cer- 
tain he would not hear to such an 
expedition. Little did I know the 
real dangers and hair-raising ex- 
periences I was destined to suffer or 
I should not have undertaken the 
trip, eager as I was to glean personal 
information of the manner in which 
the bandits were working. 


All efforts to suppress the banditti 


had proved futile, and, as I now re- 
member, not a single arrest had been 
made. Antonio explained this to me 
one evening by observing that no 
deed of violence had been reported 
and no misadventurer had been de- 
tained longer than 
thirty 
hours. 


From the accounts published I ob- 
served, moreover, that the despoiled 
were all foreigners, and I more than 
half suspected that the officers of the 
law were not seriously attempting to 
bring the robbers to justice. 


Some, of the victims had 
given 


thrilling accounts 
of their experi- 


ences. 
One young man, 
who ' was 


sight-seeing with his bride, had been 
suddenly captured in the Grotta di 
Pietro della Pace. The young woman 
was so greatly frightened that she 
was on the verge of hysterics,'but it 
was soon proved that this was need- 
less, for she was conducted back to 
Naples, a dozen miles, I should say, 
and left, 
With the most 
profuse 


apologies, at the gate not far from 
Virgil's tomb. 
A few hours later 


her husband rushed breathlessly to 
her side, safe enough, save for the 
loss of his money and valuables. 


The young bridegroom, in addition 


to being filled with a most heart- 
rending fear for the safety of his 
bride, was subjected to rather harsh 
treatment. 
He was bound, gagged, 


taken back a short distance west of 
the. north shore of Lake Avernus 
and treated to a fine exhibition of 
poniards and firearms. 
All of his 


money and valuables, including 
a 


very fine watch, were taken and he 
was left helpless. It required two 
hours of strenuous effort for him to 
release himself, but -he was finally 
successful. 


Another man was seized at or near 


the Terre del Greco, lifted into a car- 
riage and hurried to a cave some- 


where in Vesuvius. 
Unfortunately,] 


he tried to make his escape and was 
speedily overpowered and beaten to 
insensibility. When he came to him- 
self he was almost naked, divested 
of all his money and valuables and 
wandering aimlessly along the high- 
way that leads 
from 
Resina 
to 


Portici. 


In spite of these stories I was not 


deterred from my purpose to see for 
myself what these 
outlaws 
were 


about. I did not fear peril and I 
decided upon a time to penetrate into 
this world of crime and mystery. 
By leaving my money, watch and 
other valuables at Naples I could se- 
cure myself against loss. The esca- 
pade, I thought, need not consume 
more than twenty-four hours. 


Accordingly, one morning I se- 


creted all my effects, except about 
25 scudi, in my room, informed the 
good Signora Petacci that I was go- 
ing on a short tramp across the coun- 
try, and would probably not return 
till the following day, and departed. 
I first went around the bay to Pom- 
peii and registered at the Hotel Dio- 
mede, signing 
my Italian 
name, 


Giovanni Merito Cocchiere, thus con- 
cealing in some measure my identity. 
Indeed, the proprietor supposed that 
I was a Piedmontese, beguiled by the 
name and my complexion.

cigarette papers, but comparatively 
little opposition is excited by any of 
these. Still, they each and evcryon-5 
of them press more or less hardly on 
a by no means rich community. 


Petroleum is a monopoly of the 


Spanish government, and salt used 
to be. B-it the latter impost was so 
bitterly resented that the psasantry 
ia whole districts actually rose ia 
arms against it 


Then, seeing civil war Imminent, 


tha government gavfe in, and in place 
of creating a state "corner" in salt, 
decreed themselves the sole makers 
and sellers of gunpowder. 


This latter monopoly still exists. 


The gunpowder sold in virtue of it 
in the towns is first rate in quality, 
although exhorbitant in price. But 
ia the remote provinces, and especial- 
ly in those known or suspected to be 
tainted with "Carlism," the reserve 
stocks are, it is commonly averred, 
largely powdered charcoal. 


Nor is this a solitary instance oC 


•v. government monopoly being uti- 
lized for political ends- 
The presi- 


dents of Colombia have long arro- 
gated to themselves the right to sup- 
ply ice, among other things, to the 
inhabitants of that turbulent little 
republic. 


Now ice, in the moist, hot climate 


or that part of South America, is as 
much a prime necessity of life as wa- 
ter is ia Britain in summer, or coa' 
in winter. Without it, during the 
greater portion, of the year, mci.t or 
fish will taint in an hour or two, anc 
liquids are undrinkable. 


So, when a town or a district rebels, 


or a province refuses to pay its taxes, 
the government, instead of sending 
troops to the disaffected region, sim- 
ply cuts off its supply of ice.

tcadstool," said Secretary of Agricult- 
ure Wilson. 


How can 
one tell a mushroom 


trom a toadstool?'' 


"That question is asked thousands 


of times a year all over this broad 
land and the wiseacre usually pro- 
ceeds to explain, how it can be done- 
But, if left to his own devices in the 
field and forced to distinguish the 
edible from the poisonous fungi he 
would probably kill himself. Yon 
cannot tell a mushroom from a toad- 
stool, because a mushroom is a toad- 
stool. What you desire to learn is 
to tell the edible from the poisonous 
toadstools. Before entering into this 
it may be well to shatter the fable 
that mushrooms mature in a single 
night 
They do no such thing; the 


development of the plant sometimes 
requiring weeks after the spawn has 
begun its reproductive action. It is 
true that the buttons appear above 


i the earth during the night, but then 


j s~> do many other forms of vegetable 
life, and if you -vrill taks the trouble 
to measure a young blade of corn you 
will find that it grows much more 
rapidly than a mushroom. 


"Presuming that the general ap- 


pearance of the edible toadstool, on 
mushroom, is fairly well known to 
the seeksr after more information, 
the first thing to learn is that the 
common table variety almost invar- 
iably grows in meacio-ws, never in the 
woods or on the trunks of trees, and 
has pink or brown gills according to 
its age. The white gilled ones are, so 
far as has been, learned, poisonous. 
The stem of the edible one must be 
cylindrical and solid, and it must 
have a ring, or traces of one, near 
the top. It must have no bulb at the 
base and no scales, those having 
these characteristics being dangerous 
if not deadly. The most important 
point for the novice to bear in mind 
J3 never to gather the small buttons 
unless they clearly show a connect- 
ing membrane between the top and 
the stalk, and even then it is best to 


i avoid the undeveloped ones, for until 
: they have attained 
half thei.r full 


j growth it is frequently impossibls, 
e~en for the export, to classify them. 


"Edible fungi comprise thousands 


of species so closely allied that great 
skill is required to distinguish them. 
Yet it is always safe tc eat those that 


: bear the characteristics already men- 
tioned. It is always dangerous to eat 
those that have begun to decay or are 
not sound in every way. not because 
of their condition, but owing to the 
increased difficulty in determining 


their food value. It has been said by 
scientists that in every country of '- 
the temperate and torrid zones there 
grow enough edible mushrooms to'al- 
most entirely feed the population. 
The plant being a great delicacy, its 
points should be a matter of pleas- 
ant study for the epicure. The1 num- 
ber of species which have been eatea ' 
and found to be either safe or dan- 
gerous is proportionately small. 


"On.2 enthusiast I know of has gong 


so far as to live for several weeks 
solely on those found in his trav- 
els, and catalogued 72 varieties that 
ho found and tried, with varying suc- 
cess, although he did not kill him- 
self. 


"There are two species which are 


very dangerous and which on casual 
inspection by the novice resemble tha 
common field mushroom. They are 
known as the deadly agaric and th« 
fly agaric, the former 
being very 


dangerous and the latter very com- ' 
mon. 
The fly agaric is even mora . 


common than the ordinary mushroom 
and is used to manufacture a house ' 
fiy poison. 
It grows in groves 
of • 


pine trees and near the roadside and 
prefers a poor soil. It attains a large 
size and is always found singly. Its 
gills are white, never that delicate 
pink that pleases the eye in the edi- 
ble variety, and it has a hollow stem 
fringed with scales. Its most «ttQL-

It ought to, for the matches 
it places upon the market are prob- 
ably the worst and dearest in the 
whole world, as any reader of this 
article who -has ever had the mis- 
fortune to be obliged to use tliem will 
doubtless testify. 


But of all government monopolies 


that relating to intoxicants is at once 
the most easily imposed and, when it 
r» desired so to be. by those impos- 
ing it, tho most profitable. 


Costa Bica's president is said to 


make a million sterling a year out of 
his state rum "trust." The rum sold 
io such as would eat holes through, 
the boilerplates of an Atlantic liner, 
but the natives consume it with gus- 
to, and seem to thrive on it and grow 
fat. Even worse is that foisted by 
the Portuguese government 
on the 


negroes inhabiting their African, pos- 
sessions. 
It has been described by 


one of their own consuls as "a raw 
potato spirit 170 to 180 degrees over 
proof," and as "absolutely poison- 
ous to Europeans." Nevertheless tne 
blacks consume large quantities of it, 
and do not, as a general rule, appear 
to be much, the worse for it. 


Spirit monopolies such as these, 


however, are but local in their effect. 
That recently perfected by the Tsar's

government embraces practically the 
whole iiussian empire. 


Vodka (the national beverage) and 


all other drinks ezcept wine, beer, 
porter and mead, have been decreed 
the monopoly of the state. 


In each province the government 


has established spirit stores of its 
own, and distributes its own brandy 
and whisky, put up in its own bot- 
tles cr jars ready for consumption, 
and sealed with, its own seal. 


Nor are the retailers ordinary pub- 


licans. 
On the contrary, they are 


merely the paid servants of the gov- 
ernment. 
They have- no particular 


interest in pushing the sale of their 
spirituous wares. Rather, indeed, 
the contrary. Nevertheless, the mon- 
opoly brings in every year a sub- 
stantial sum to the Tsar's exchequer, 
while conferring good rather than 
evil upon thoss it chiefly afreets. 


The same remark applies, too, to 


and as we go down tliesoeialladderwi 
find that similar customs prevail, in, 
quantity, if not in quality.

In that, part of the 
world where the hand-painted china or 
cut-glass punch bowl is ever present 
at social functions., who is chosen to 
serve out its wine or brandied con- 
tents? Why. t-lie brightest, prettiest, 
most winsome girl the hoftcfci can se- 
cure. Naturally when the young girl 
entertains her own friends, the cus- 
tom instituted by the elders is further 
carried out. resulting oft-times in a 
maudlin condition of both the hostess 
and the guests.

psychic forces at work in the final pro- 
Juction of the physical, moral and 
Unancial wreck resulting, and as a rem- 
edy advises wise legislation, but. above 
all the importance of education before 
birth by temperance in ancestry and by 
careful education along, these lines in 
early life, believing that by following 
this course the sin of drunkenness will 
become gradually less general and 
finally be reformed altogether. 


\Ve have long held many of the iden- 


tical views, so entertainingly present-

lessly and: thoughtlessly, in a kind of 
spirit of bravado1 acquired by too pro- 
miscuous companionship and in low, 
if not degrading and disreputable, 
surroundings. A young roan is known 
by the company he keeps, or would 
be if the true facts were generally 
known, and .hence if he be wise in this 
direction and his selection, and have 
good advisers, hte will almost, never be- 
come a drunkard. 'So, it seems to us, 
the vast preponderance of proof of 
the power of "psychological phenom- 
ena" iS' t,hro%vn on the side of prevent- 
ing and retarding the production of 
drunkards rather than vice versa. 


In-our opinion, the most powerful 


deterrent and absolute preventer of 
intemperance in this conn try to-day is 
the absolute demand of business that 
its employes must be untrammeled 
from the influence of alcohol. 
The 


armies of the immense transportation 
companies cannot even have their well- 
regulated "can-teen," nor show the ef- 
fects of liquor during the hours of 
duty, and in> general business the same 
lines are being drawn tighter. This 
whole scheme is a silently-'tvorking one, 
much easier of adjustment than any 
legislation could possibly be. and vast- 
ly more effective. 
When the hered- 


itarily poor and uneducated classes 
learn the lesson, that is now inevitable 
in this country, that material advance- 
ment (perhaps existence itself) can- 
not go hand in hr.nd with the use of al- 
cohol, ppnple will soon learn that, they 
have little tise for ii as n beverage.—

R«pt>en!t!; to come across the other day 


the catalogue of a book auction In ISd-l, 
when a book on the Constitution of the 
French Republic, bound in humnn sklr. In 
the rear 1793. was offered tor sale, a book 
lover was prompted to Inquire whether the 
human skin had ever been put to such a use 
before or since. 


The Inquiry led to a number of surprising 


revelations. It was not merely during the 
excesses of the French Revolution that such 
things were done, but as long' ago as the 
thirteenth century he found there were in 
existence several such books. Including a 
Latin Bible very handsomely engrossed upon 
a woman's skin. In 1703 the "French Ency- 
clopedic" gave a recipe for tanning human 
skin, and stated that M. Rue. a surgeon In 
Paris, had presented the Kins with a pair 
of slippers made of human skin according 
to this prescription. 


During the reign of Napoleon III. a copy 


of the Decretals, written on human skin, 
was found In the library of the Sorhonne 
and transferred to the Tul'.erles. John Zlska. 
the one-eyed chief of the Hussites, ordered 
IB his will that his skin' should be tanned 
and made Into a drum. "The no!?e which 
my skin will make," said he. "will frighten 
away -all our enemies and put them to 
flight." 


there, rnd Philippe Egalite. Duke of Or- 
!enn<!. encouraged the tannery by wearing r. 
psir of breeches made there with human 
skin at a hall In the Palais-Royal. The re- 
publican General Beysser, who mad* him- 
self a name by his ferocity In the wars of 
La Vand<'e, set the fashion of wearing simi- 
lar trousers In the army, always wearing a 
pair at battles and at reviews. 


An old soldier who had taken pnrt in most 


of tie campaigns of the French Revolution, 
told a writer of memoirs in the middle of 
this century' that he had owned a specially 
line garment of this kind, made entirely of 
one piece. An architect, who was one of 
the leaders jvf the tnfnmous Black Band of 
France in 1S23. which for a- long time ter- 
rorized the country districts In the West 
of France, wore a Jacket made of human 
skin, comely EEd exceedingly comfortable. 


The Infamous Saint-Just, when nt the 


height of his power dnrlns the Heign of Ter- 
ror, causrd a young and beautiful girl, who 
had refused his advances, to be arrested and 
sent to the scaffold. After the execution he 
obtained possession of the body, flayed It 
himself and had the skin tanned and made 
Into a waistcoat, which he wnre til! the day 
of his death.

During the blockade of Ln Guayra. Ven- 


ezuela, by English and German men-of-war, 
:ue native fishermen were an Important foc- 
:or lu supplying food to the Inhabitant* of 
La Guayra and Caracas, which were cut off 
from the rest of the world. The little flah- 
Ing canoes were allowed to pass up and 
down the coast by the blockading vessels, 
because they were-insignificant small fry. 
Every doy ot earliest da'wn the fishermen 
may be seen going out to their favorite flsh- 
lug grounds, adroitly paddling with a short, 
broad-bladed paddle. 


Trailing behind each boat la a line with a 


small fish on the hook for bait, the end of 
the line being made fast either to the fisher- 
man's hand or to one of his big toes, the 
latter method being preferred, as the-hands 
are then left free to paddle. Spanish mack- 
erel and similar tropical flsh are more likely 
to snap up the bait when It is trolled rapidly 
through the water. 


During the summer months, when the «un 


beats down with flery intenseness. thes, 
men wear only »n old str*w or felt hat and a 
pair of trousers, flrded around the waist 
with a piece of cord or strip of leather.

STRANGLING A TREE 


The vegetable python, which cnn strangle 


a forest monarch, furnishes tragedies as 
intense as those born of flesh and blood. 
James Rodway, who.traveled extensively in 
Guiana, says woe betide the trc* giant when 
he falls into the clutches of the clusla, or fig. 
Its seeds, being provided with a pulp, which 
is very pleasant to the taste of n great num- 
ber of birds, are carried from tree to tree 
and deposited on the branches. Here it 
germinates, the leafy stem rising upward 
nnd the roots flowing, as it were, down the 
trunk until they reach the soil. 


At first these aerlnl roots are soft and deli- 


cate, with apparently no more power for evil 
than so many small streams of pitch, which 
they resemble In their slowly flowing motion 
downward. Here and there they branch, 
especially If an obstruction Is met with, 
when the stream either changes its course 
or divides to right and left. Meanwhile 
leafy branches have been developed, which 
push themselves through the canopy above 
and get Into the light, where their growth Is 


i enormously accelerated.. 


As this takes place the roots have gener- 


ally reached the ground and begun to draw 


forms all sorts of wonderful feats that prove 
his education not to have been neglected.

Soon the strangle? expands itself into 
a great bush almost as large as the. mass of 
branches and foliage it has. effaced. If.wa 
look carefully .around us we see eiamplei 
of entire obliteration—a clusla, or fig, stand- 
ins -on its reticulated hollow pillar, witt 
only a heap of brown humus at. Its base to 
show what has become of the trunk which 
once stood up in all its majesty on thai 
spot. 


MARCHING 
PLANTS. 


Several years ago attention was called to 


the fact that the Eastern plants of America 
were marching westward across the conti- 
nent, keeping step with the advance of 
human settlement, and conquering thB,na- 
tive plants as they proceeded. It was pre- 
dicted tLdt in time there would be n return 
of the Western plants sweeping eastward 
nnd overcoming their conquerors, and It Is 
noted that that return seems already to have 
begun. 


At present Australia presents, perhaps, the 


best example of this spreading nnd conquer- 
ing tendency of those plants that follow the 
advance of man. The weeds that have found 
thoir way from Europe to Australia are
